Chicago.—Eight years ago a name- 
/ess dog bit Willie Herzog. The dog 
has long since gone to the place where 
biting dogs go, but his history as well 
as that of Willie is written permanent­ 
ly, voluminously and expensively in 
tho Cook county court records. The 
iinal entry was made recently by Judge 
Tuthill at a special holiday session in 
the Circuit court. 
To begin at the beginning immodi- 
ately after Willie had been attacked 
by the dog Charles Albrecht was 
charged with being the ow’ner of the 
animal and was sued for damages in 
tho municipal court. 
Despite his de­ 
nial of ow’nershlp Mr. Albrecht, after 
a trial of three days, was assessed 
$75 damages and costs of $23.50. Mr. 
Albrecht paid the bill near the date 
of the first anniversary of the dog bite. 
Makes Perjury Charge, 
Mr. Albrecht began to check up the 
100 pages of testimony in the case and 
declared that Mrs. Mary Herzog, moth­ 
er of W’illie, had committed perjury 
because she had sworn that Willie w;as 
at home for a period after the accident 
and Mr. Albrecht’s inquiry indicated 
he was in school all the time. 
Mr. Albrecht visited the state’s at­ 
torney. After some consideration a 
high salaried assistant decided there 
was ground for a pei*jury prosecution 
and sent the case to the municipal 
court, 
A highly paid judge, an assi.«?tant 
prosecutor and a clerk turned their at­ 
tention to the matter' and after due 
time a warrant was issued for Mrs. 
Herzog. 
She was arrested, a hearing 
w^as had and Mrs. lierzog was dis­ 
charged. 


Canon City, Colo.—James E. Ed« 
wards, for nearly eight years an la- 
j mate of the state penitentiary here, 
j after conviction as a bank robber, is 
about to establish his innocence. With 
the aid of C. W. Shores, formerly head 
of the Denver and Rio Grande secret 
seryice, and now a rancher at Grand 
Junction, Edw’ards has been able to 
prove that lie was in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, on the day of the robbery, pawn­ 
ing some personal Jewelry.

a personal discovery, marking it w'ith 
(he “Made in Germany” stamp and

and that by tbe simple and direct 
method of the brutal overseer wdio 
lashed a gang of slaves into the per­ 
fect w’orkmen that produced the 100 
per cent result he desired.

Dearest ''Dad," 


Can you imagine H. J. 


ehaeing over the Texas prairie after a 
runaway airplane? Here'* a fanny one, 
even tho I figured in my first smasbap in 
the event! Haying landed at Alta Loma 
on a cross country trip, on Thursday, I 
tied my throttle back and ran over to the 
box to post my check slip. When I was 
about to slip my paper into the box I saw 
my back taking French leave. 
(I guess 


it must have been anxious to be off and 
up!) 
Well, you should have peen Henry 


Jacob duet after his flying machine ae 
the thing cut a half circle around the 
landing field—which, by the way is a 500 
acre field, like some Adams county fields! 
Of course, there was no chance in, the 
world for me to catch the plane when it 
got going faster and faster, so 1 just had 
to hope for the beet, the hack didn't 
leave the ground, for a wheel caught in a 
rut and the plane nosed into the ground 
The wheel was smashed, the propeller 
splintered, and some other little damage 
done, fcroeb, but I was sore! At first I 
tbot sure the ship would sail thru a bouse 
and my heart was in my month. 
But 


wouldn't you like to see movies of H. J. 
chasing his ship over Texas? Ha! Ha! All 
evening long, I had a crowd of curious 
eight seeing natives about me. Incident- 
ally, I met a young lady whose uncle wae 
a classmate of mine at Lafayette. A Mr. 
Humphries came out for me in his car 
and made me go with him for supper 
(country ham and eggs! whoopee!) I had 
tied my machine down, so the wind 
wouldn't damage it, and had covered the 
motor with a tarpaulin to protect it from 
the rain. I had to stay with the ship all 
night..

The Supreme Court has filed an opin- 


ion sustaining the Governor's appoint- 
ment of Daniel F. I-afean as commissioner 
of banking. Following the refusal of the 
State Senate last year to confirm seven of 
Governor Brumbaugh's appointees, he 
re appointed them after the Senate ad- 
journed and Auditor General Snyder 
then refused to give them their salaries.

The gifts were greatly ap- 
preciated and on a return visit the 
American workers had the pleasure of 
seeing the wounded men arrayed In 
some of their nicest pajamas and hos- 
pital shirts, looking warm and com- 
fortable. 
The doctors were loud In 


their praises and very grateful for the 
dressings and other things taken out, 
all of which were being used to good 
advantage. 


This small eulogy is merely a pre- 


face that one may better understand 
the committee's feelings when an invi- 
tation came from General D 
ask- 


ing them to lunch at his headquarters, 
which are in a small village some four 
miles back of the lines in a quaint old 
farmhouse with a big courtyard in 
front. Here the regimental band was 
drawn up to greet them with a fan- 
fare on their arrival. They continued 
to play throughout lunch, music quit# 
unlike the usual military music, for 
they use their native instruments, 
mostly wind and of wood, and play 
weird, haunting melodies in a minor 
key. There is a touch of sadness in 
them and the call of the East as well. 


A Sheep Roasted Whole. 


After the Americans had been wel- 


comed by the general and his staff, 
luncheon was served, and a wonderful 
meal it was, for they Introduced us to 
several native dishes, such as "kous- 
kous" and a whole roasted sheep that 
two soldiers carried around the table 
for the visitors to see and admire be- 
fore It was cut up and served. An 
Arab cook had received twenty-four 
hours leave from the trenches to come 
and prepare it in true Arab fashion. 
The sweet v/ns a work of art made by 
a "Poilu" who, in prewar days was the 
chef in a biij pastry shop in Lyons. 


Flowers and fruit decked the table, 


and even menu cards were not lacking. 
In fact they were of especial interest, 
charming watercolor sketches of the 
various types of French soldier, from 
the old Territorial down to the debo- 
nair Colonial. They were the work of 
one of the companies of this division 
and had been righting for France since 
the first days of the war. 


After luncheon the Americans were 


invited to attend a musical review 
written by one of the officers. It was 
given in a barracks at one end of which 
the stage was erected. Then came the 
orchestra, well filled with soldier mu- 
sicians, a few chairs for the "honored 
guests" and after that rows of benches. 
It was 11 full house. 
The singing and 


acting were all done by the soldiers, 
and it \vns extraordinary how much 
talent and ability they displayed. 


Warm Praise for Americans. 


If this especial soldier troupe should 


ever decide to tour the States our Mask 
and Wig and Hasty Pudding clubs 
would have to look to their laurels. In 
tho last net a warm tribute was paid 
to the United States. They spoke not 
only of the nephews Uncle Sara was 
sending to help win the fight for jus- 
tice and rig-lit, but also of their Ameri- 
can sisters who, since the first days of 
war, have done so much to help lighten 
the heavy load that France isebearing. 


The scene was the Statue of Liberty 


with several American soldiers stand- 
ing gunrd. Only Liberty was such a 
tall goddess that her (or rather his) 
head was lost in the clouds and she 
(he) 
had to skip off her (his) pedestal 


to be seen. 


The general had invited all the chil- 


dren of the village to be present and 
they were installed on either side of 
the orchestra. 
The prefect and his 


family had provided a toy and the 
American Fund for French Wounded a 
small American flag for each child. 
These were distributed during one of 
the entr'actes and it wag a Joy to 
watch the sea of happy little faces on 
all sides. 


After the performance the Americans 


returned to headquarters where a de- 
licious tea awaited them. Then came 
goodbys and they left feeling they had 
had a very wonderful day and were 
Indeed fortunate 
to be 
numbered 


among the friends of this baud of 
heroes.

Arab Cook Roasts Sheep Whole and 
Pollu, Formerly a Chef, Prepares 
the Dessert—Warm Praise for 
Americans, 


Paris.—Of all the splendid troops 
of 
France 
th e ------division 
stands 
among the very first. Long before the 
memorable days of 1914 It had made 
its reputation for bravery nnd hard 
fighting. 
Since then it has added 
many a glorious page to Its history 
and won—at n heavy price, alas!—the 
highest honors that France has to give 
her valiant soldiers. All of the officers 
and most of the men are French, but 
there are also some regiments com­ 
posed of native troops from France’s 
largest and most important colonies. 
Some time ago the workers at the 
Nancy depot of the American Fund for 
French Wounded took supplies and 
comfort bags to two of their field am­ 
bulances. 
The gifts were greatly ap­ 
preciated and on a return visit the 
American workers had the pleasure of 
seeing the wounded men arrayed In 
some of their nicest pajamas and hos­ 
pital shirts, looking w^arm and com­ 
fortable. 
The doctors were loud in 
their praises and very grateful for the 
dressings and other things taken out, 
all of which were being used to good 
advantage. 
This small eulogy Is merely a pre­ 
face that one may better understand 
the committee’s feelings when an invi­ 
tation came from General D------ ask­ 
ing them to lunch at his headquarters, 
which are in a small yillage some four 
miles back of the lines In a quaint old 
farmhouse with a big courtyard In 
front. 
Here the regimental band was 
drawn up to greet them with a fan­ 
fare on their arrival. They continued 
to play throughout lunch, music qultis 
unlike the usual military music, io f 
they use their native instruments, 
mostly wind and of w^ood, and play 
weird, haunting melodies In a minor 
key. 
There Is a touch of sadness In 
them and the call of the East as well. 
A Sheep Roasted Whole. 
After the Americans had been wel­ 
comed by the general and his staff, 
luncheon was served, and a w^onderful 
meal It was, for they Introduced us to 
several native dishes, such as **kous- 
kous” and a \vhole roasted sheep that 
two soldiers carried around the table 
for the visitors to see and admire be­ 
fore It was cut up and served. 
An 
Arab cook had received twenty-four 
hours leave from the trenches to come 
and prepare It In true Arab fashion. 
The sweet v/as a work of art made by 
a “Pollu” who, In prew^ar days was the 
chef In a big pastry shop In Lyons. 
Flowers and fruit decked the table, 
and even menu cards were not lacking. 
In fact they were of especial Interest, 
charming \vatercolor sketches of the 
various types of French soldier, from 
the old Territorial dow^n to the debo­ 
nair Colonial. They were the work of 
one of the companies of this division 
and had been fighting for France since 
the first days of the war. 
After luncheon the Americans were 
Invited to attend a musical review 
written by one of the oflicers. 
It was 
given in a barracks at one end of which 
the stage was erected. Then came the 
orchestra, well filled w’lth soldier mu­ 
sicians, a few chairs for the “honored 
guests” and after that rows of benches. 
It was a full house. The singing and 
acting were all done by the soldiers, 
and It was extraordinary how much 
talent and ahillty they displayed. 
Warm Praise for Americans. 
If this especial soldier troupe should 
ever decide to tour the States our Mask 
and Wig and Hasty Pudding clubs 
would have to look to their laurels. In 
the last act a warm tribute was paid 
to the United States. They spoke not 
only of the nephews Uncle Sam was 
sending to help win the fight for Jus­ 
tice and right, but also of their Ameri­ 
can sisters who, since the first days of 
war, have done so much to help lighten 
the heavy load that France Is«bearlng. 
The scene was the Statue of Liberty 
with several American soldiers stand­ 
ing guard. 
Only Liberty was such a 
tall goddess that her (or rather his) 
head was lost In the clouds and she 
(he) had to skip off her (his) pedestal 
to bo seen. 
The general had Invited all the chil­ 
dren of the village to be present and 
they were Installed on either side of 
the orchestra. 
The prefect and his 
family had provided a toy and the 
Amex-ican Fund for French Wounded a 
small American flag for each child. 
These were distributed during one of 
the entr’actes and it w^as a Joy to 
watch the sea of happy little faces on 
all sides. 
After the performance the Americans 
returned to headquarters where a de­ 
licious tea awaited them. Then came 
goodbys and they left feeling they had 
had a very wonderful day and were 
Indeed 
fortunate 
to 
be 
numbered 
among the friends of this band of 
heroes.

Year'* Response In County. 
Adams County has contributed more 


than 400 men to the various fighting 
branches of the United States' war activi 
ties during the first year this country has 
been engaged in the world conflict, which 
closed on April 6th. Five young men from 
thia county have given up their lives in 
the service of their country. Three of 
them met tragic deaths, one falling on the 
field of conflict in France another being 
swept from the deck of a submarine, and 
a third being drowned at a southern camp. 
Two died in Army hospitals from natural 
causes, as follows: Clarence J. Strasbaugh, 
of McSherrystown, son of James Stras- 
baugh, and a member of Co. A. 316th In- 
fantry. Died from convulsions at Walter 
Reid Hospital, on November 20, 1917.

A former resident of the county seat has 
written to his mother, Mrs. C. M. Wolf, 
telling ot meeting young Timmins and 
also telling where she can rJnd him. On 
the back of the letter there is written, 
"Hello, Dear Mother, William", and the 
handwriting is unmistakably that of the 
missing young man. This glad news came 
in Monday morning's mail and Mrs. Wolf 
and the relatives and friends of the young 
man are more than delighted over it. One 
clue after another has been run down, the 
best detectives obtainable were employed 
to no avail, and for almost a year the sit- 
uation was one of mystery to the commu- 
nity and worry to the family. The latter 
came from an entirely unexpected source 
t>ut one which is thoroughly reliable and 
there can be no question about the boy 
seing located. Early in the year of 1917 
William Timmins went to Pittsburgh to 
accept a position of trust with the Dun- 
levy Packing Company.

with his uncle, Mr. Cannon, who holds a 
responsible position with the same com- 
pany. Timmins was getting along nicely 
at his work when, on April 25th last, he 
left the home of his uncle about noon say- 
ing that he was going to purchase a suit, 
and no trace was found of him from that 
time on until Monday.

U. S. Must Cut Use 


Of Wheat by One-Half 


America Consumed 42,000,000 Bushels Monthly. 


From Now Until Harvest Must Use 


Only 21,000,000. 


RATION PER PERSON IS 1J POUNDS 


OF WHEAT PRODUCTS WEEKLY 


Military Necessity Calls for Greater Sacrifice Here—Allied War 


Bread Must Be Maintained—Our Soldiers and 


Sailors to Have Full Allowance. 


If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor- 


tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 50 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
11/2 pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. 
In addition, our population in 


the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 


With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 


able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample corn and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. 


To effect the needed saving of wheat 


we are wholly dependent upon the 
voluntary assistance of the American 
people and we ask that the following 
rules shall be observed: 


1. Householders to use not to exceed 


a total of 1% pounds per week of 
wheat 
products per person. 
This 


means not more than 1% pounds of 
Victory bread containing the required 
percentage of substitutes and one-half 
pound 
of cooking flour, macaroni, 


crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, all combined, 


2. Public eating places and clubs to 


observe two whcatlcss days per week, 
Monday and Wednesday, as at present. 
In addition thereto, not to serve to 
any one guest at any one meal an 
aggregate of breadstuffs. macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, containing a total 
of more than two ounces of wheat 
flour. No wheat products to be served 
unless specially ordered. Public eat- 
ing establishments not to buy more 
than six pounds of wheat products for 
each ninety meals served, thus con- 
forming with the limitations requested 
of the householders. 


3. Retailers to sell not more than 


one-eighth of a Iwirrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a barrel 
to any country customer at any one 
time, and in no case to sell wheat 
products without the sale of an equal 
weight of other cereals. 


4. We ask the bakers and grocers to 


reduce the volume of Victory bread 
sold, by delivery of the three-quarter 
pound loaf where one pound was sold 
before, and corresponding proportions 
in other weights. We also as>k bakers 
not to increase the amount of their 
wheat flour purchases beyond 70 per 


cent, of the average monthly amount 
purchased in the four months prior to 
March 1. 


5. Manufacturers using wheat prod- 


ucts for 
non-food 
purposes 
should 


cea^e such use entirely. 


6. There Is no limit upon the use or 


other cereals, tlours, and meals, coru, 
hurley, buckwheat, potato flour, et 
cetera. 


Many thousand families throughout 


the land are uow using no wheat prod- 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
amount for cooking purposes, and arc- 
doing so iu perfect health and satisfac- 
tion. 
There is no reason why all of 


the American people who are able to 
cook in their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of 
less wheat products than one and one- 
half pounds a week, and we specially 
ask the well-to-do households in the 
country to follow this additional pro- 
gramme in order that we may provide 
the necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the community less able 
to adapt themselves to so large a pro- 
portion of substitutes. 


In order that we shall he able to 


make the wheat exports that are ab- 
solutely demanded of us to maintain 
the clril population and soldiers of the 
lilies and our own army, we propose 
to supplement the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of the public by a further limita- 
tion of distribution, find we shall place 
tt once restrictions on distribution 
which will he adjusted from time to 
time to secure as nearly equitable dls- 
rihution as possible. 
\Vith the arrival 


if harvest we should be able to relax 
•such restrictions. 
Until then we ask 


'or the necessary patience, sacrifice 
tnd co-operation of the distributing 
trades. 


Great Wheat Stocks 


Isolated. 


It's the shortage In ships that 
| Is putting the Allies and the 


United States on wheat rations. 
Great stocks of wheat are iso- 
lated In India, and Australia. At 
great sacrifice In ship space and 
use the Allies are forced to se- 
cure some wheat from Argentina. 


On January 1, Australia had 


stored 
100,000,000 bushels of 


wheat that was ready for ex- 
port—but there were no ships. 
Then came the new crop with 
an exportable surplus of 80,000,- 
000 bushels. Now Australia has 
approximately 180,000,000 bush- 
els waiting for ships. 


India, at the same time, had 


70,000,000 
bushels 
of 
wheat 


stored for export. During April 
50,000,000 bushels more out of 
the new crop will be added to 
the pile. 


Argentina closed the last ship- 


ping 
season 
with 
11,000,000 


bushels of wheat left in the 
stock available for export. The 
new crop will add 135,000,000 to 
the left over. 


It Is not a problem that the 


wheat does not exist in the 
world—It Is entirely a problem 
of shipping, which has thrown on 
America the obligation of divid- 
ing our stock with the Allies. 


ALLIED FOOD SHIPMENTS 


REACH LARGE TOTAL. 


A general Idea of the quantity of 


food sent to European allies hy the 
United States from July 1, 1014, to 
January 1, 1018. is given by figures 
just announced hy the U. S. Food Ad- 
ministration. In that period the Unit- 
ed States has furnisher] complete year- 
ly rations for 57,100,933 people. 
In 


addition there was enough extra pro- 
tein to supply this portion of the diet 
for 22,194,570 additional men. 


The total export of wheat and wheat 


flour to the three principal allies is 
equivalent to about 384,000.000 bushels. 
Pork exports for the 3i£ years amount- 
ed to almost 2,000.000,000 pounds. Ex- 
ports of fresh beef totaled 443,484,400 
pounds. The amount of food exported 
to Russia Is negligible compared with 
that sent to the western allies.

to some degree by shortage In arrival* 
from the Argentine. It Is, therefore, 
necessary for the U. S. Food Adminis- 
tration to urge a still further reduction 
in the consumption of bread and bread- 
stuffs generally If we are to meet our 
export necessities.

Military Necessity Calls for Greater Sacrifice Here— Allied War

If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor­ 
tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 50 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa­ 
tion as set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing­ 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
1V2 pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater sacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than can the poor. 
In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun­ 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations.

3. Retailers to sell not more than 
one-eighth of a barrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a barrel 
to any country customer at any one 
time, and in no case to sell wheat 
products without the sale of an equal 
weight of other cereals.

6. There Is no limit upon the use of 
other cereals, flours, and meals, corn, 
barley, buckwheat, potato flour, et 
cetera. 
Many thousand families throughout 
the land are now using no wheat prod­ 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
amount for cooking purposes, and are 
doing so In perfect health and satisfac­ 
tion. 
There is no reason why all of 
the American people who are able to 
cook in their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of

were used to persuade the workers to 
take part in the strike. Rumors were 
put out to the effect that the strike 
was for the purpose of putting an end 
to the control of food exercised by the 
authorities, also that it was to exert 
pressure on the employers to grant de- 
mands which had been put forward 
liy the Jlctal Workers' union. It was 
also declared that not only in Ger- 
many, but throughout the world, in 
.London, Paris and Petrograd, work 
tras to come to a standstill in order to 
bring about peace. 


'The number of persons out on 


strike in Brunswick the lirst day was 
5.000, which was increased the next 
two days by female workers from the 
jam and spinning factories. 


"On the breaking out of the strike 


the minister of the interior summoned 
tlie heads of the workman's commit- 
tees. They presented a scries of de- 
mands, including fair distribution of 
food, the eight-hour day, grant of right 
of free assembly, introduction of equal 
direct voting, peace without annexa- 
tions or indemnities, permission to es- 
tablish a labor journal and nonpunish- 
wnt of participants in the strike. 


"The minister would not discuss the 


demands. He staled that work must 
be resumed the next morning (Friday) 
«r the matter would be referred to the 
military command. He added that the 
•working people would suffer heavily if, 
against wiser counsels, they persisted 
in the strike. 
The strikers voted to 


toctinue ihe strike. 


"A few hours after this fateful deci- 


sion had been taken the orders of (he 
military authorities were pasted up in 
UK.- streets. Tb.-se required that work 
should be resumed on Friday morning, 
iu default of which siric! o.'ii.ii;inns of 
•juartial law would lie introduced. 


Special Military Court. 


"The instigators of the .strike were 


ilia first to return to work, while the 
.mass of the strikers gathered at their 
meeting place, where, however, the au- 
thorities would allow uo assembly to 
take place. 


"-Meanwhile a special military court 


has been set up, \\orking day and night. 
The arrests and trials numbered more 
*lian a hundred and terms of impris- 
onment up TO ten months 
were im- 


jx>sed. Workers between the ages of 
seventeen and forty-eight who were 
subject 
to 
military 
service 
were 


brought under military control and 
were ordered to perform certain work, 
Jor which they would receive only mil- 
itary pay. 
. "In many families the father or 
mother—in some, indeed, both parents 
—had been condemned to long terms 
of imprisonment. We saw children in 
vharge of grandparents, who mourned 
.in common the fate that had overtaken 
them suddenly. Everything that could 
ie associated with the strikers was ad- 
versely affected. 
The working people 


and their organizations suffered most 
severely. 
The negotiations 
on eco- 


nomic matters, which had been initi- 
ated with the munitions firms with 
the co-operation of the war olllce, have 
Leen suspended, and dissension bas 
keen sown in the ranks of labor."

Brunswick Were Tricked Into 
Trouble, Then Sent to Pris­ 
on for Long Terms.

pression of an altoinpt nt n general 
strike In all the munitions factories of 
Germany last August* no particulars of 
which were allowed out of the country 
Rt the time, are puhlished In the Jour­ 
nal of the German Metal Workers, 
In Brun.swlck, which Is the only dis­ 
trict particularized 
in the guarded 
story pulyfshed by tho Journal, martial 
law was Immediately put Into force, 
and both male and female strikers 
v.ere sentenced to impHsonment. 
“It 
^vjll be a long time before labor In 
Brunswick recovers from the wounds 
recelv('d,” says ihe writer of the arti­ 
cle. 
llis account of the strike is In 
part as follows: 
“The great Iniornational strike has 
come to an end in Brunswick, and the 
.labor movement is richer by a very 
i:rievous exjierience. 
The strike was 
brought out by a few agitators, and 
}iad been In preparation for a long 
lUne. 
Conscription Methods Used. 
‘‘The authorities in Brunswick in­ 
deed knew more about the threatened 
strike than the loaders of the local 
trade unions, who were unable to take 
counter measures to protect tlie work­ 
ing people. 
“The most unscrupulous *lnethods 
were used to persuade the workers to 
take part In the strike. Kumors \vero 
put out to the effect that the strike 
n'as for the purpose of putting an end 
to the control of food exercised by the 
«uthorities, also that it was to exert 
pressure on the employers to grant de­ 
mands which had been put forward 
\}y tlie Metal Workers’ union. 
It wtis 
ulso declared that not only in Ger- 
loany, but throughout the world, in 
1.0Dd0n, Paris and Petrograd, work 
w/is to come to a standstill in order to 
bring about peace. 
“Tlie number of persons out on 
strike in Brunswick the iirst day was 
5.000, which was increased the next 
tH'O days by female workers from the 
Jjim and spinning factories. 
“On the breaking out of the strike 
tho minister of the interior summoned 
the heads of the workman’s commit- 
lees. 
They presented a series of de­ 
mands, including fair distribution of 
food, the eight-hour day, grant of right 
t&f free assembly, introduction of equal 
ilirect voting, peace without annexa­ 
tions or indemnities, permission to es- 
talillsh a labor journal and nonpunish- 
jaent of particii)ants In the strike. 
“I'lie minister would not discuss the 
demands. 
He stated that v/ork must 
be resumed tho next morning (Friday) 
4ir the matter would be referred to the 
miliiary command. He added that the 
working i)eople v/ould suffer iieavlly if, 
:ftgulnst wisin* counsels, they persisted 
5« the strike. 
The strikers voted to 
C‘outinue the strike. 
“A few hours after this fateful deci­ 
sion had been taken the orders of the 
iiiiliiary authorities were pasK'd up in 
Ihe streets. These retjuired that work 
sljould be resumed on Friday morning, 
default of which strict condIiIi)ns of 
.^uartial law would be Introduced. 
Special Military Court. 
“The Instigators of the strike were 
the iirst to return to work, while tho 
nwass of the r>trikers gathered at tlieir 
weeting place, where, however, the au­ 
thorities would allow no assembly to 
take place. 
“Meanwhile a s])Pcliil military court 
has been set up, ^^orking day and night. 
Tho arrests and trials numbered more 
tlian a hundred and terms of impris- 
OQinent up t o ten months 
were Im­ 
posed. 
Workers between the ages of 
seventeen and forty-eight who were 
subject 
to 
military 
service 
were 
brought under military control and 
were ordered to perform certain work, 
ior which they would receive only mil- 
Siary pay. 
“Jn many families the father or 
aaother—in some, Indeed, both parents 
—hud been condenmed to long terms 
of imprisonment. 
We saw children in 
vharge of grandparents, who mourned 
in cojnmon the fate that had overtaken 
them suddenly, Everything that could 
3)0 iissociated witJi the strikers was ad* 
T e r s e l y affected. 
Tlie Nvorklng people 
their organizations suffered most 
severely. 
The negotiations on eco- 
juomic matters, wlilch liad been inlti-

been suspended, and dissension has

TV Fr«e Four Pikes. 


That four of York county's important 


toll roadn will be purchased from the own- 
ers and be made free froro toll by May 1 
was the announcement made on Thursday 
afternoon by the York county commission- 
ers following a conference with Joseph W 
Hunter, first deputy state highway com- 
missioner. In the joint purchase by the 
state and county of the several pikes York 
county will pay its chare of $86,930. The 
total purchase price is $105,860. 


The following are the several turnpikes 


in York county to be purchased by the 
state and York county's share to be paid 
for each: Susquehanna and York borough, 
830,000; York and Gettysburg, $36,780; 
York and Liverpool, 814,250; York and 
Maryland Line, SS.900. The first two 
pikes are on the Lincoln Highway. 


The York County commissioners on 


Monday completed details for the formal 
purchase of the Susquehanna and York, 
York and Liverpool, Yoik and Gettysburg 
and the York and Maryland Line turn- 
pikes by the state and county on Thurs- 
day, Aprif 18. Alter that date there will 
no more toll to bo paid by any one travel- 
ing over the four highways entering York.
